Meek looking men havo spout- 
ed forth patriotism, fight and jingoism 
with tho- familiarity of veterans, and 
business men and editors expressed in 
various styles that "a war would do this 
country good." 


To tho serious minded this is sicken- 


ing; the only excuse for it is that such 
people do not realize what they aro say- 
Ing. The untold horrors, the terrible pri- 
vations and hardships, the awful an- 
guish of war are not readily invited by 
those who understand them. 
Greedy 


speculators, scheming politicians, statcs'- 
mou with better heads than hearts, who 
havo never looked upon a battlefield 
and never expect to, may 'clamor for 
war and seek to inspire tho common 
people with a thirst for blood; but not 
tho thoughtful, the humane; riot tho 
working man, who will be expected to 
do the fighting, nor tho wives, mothers, 
daughters and sweethearts, who must 
wait and watch and monrn over loved 
ones gone and lost.

civilized sister nations! War with all 
the' modern appliances for destruction 1 


come unusually restless and discontent- 
ed the rulers begin to stir up "wars 
and rumors of wars!" Men who aro 
drudging through long hours of toil for 
u pitiful livelihood, men who must 
work under tho most dangerous and 
painful conditions, men who can find 
no opportunity to labor anywhere on 
any forms, ;md who aro becoming re- 
bellions under it all, may be easily di- 
verted, they think, by the prospect oJ 
battles with foreign foes.

.in the steel works and rolling mills. 


Although it is insisted by the Illinois

merely to give its plaut£anutial repairs, 
and that tho shut doTVu will not last 
over two or three weeks, the workmen 
think inactivity will extend through as 
many mouths. Before operations resume 
there must bo an agreement upon wages 
for 180B-. 
The men will demand better 


pay than for last year, hoping to restore 
the.scale of 1893, and there has been no 
assurance that the company will agree 
to thin. The workmen declare they will 
get an advance-or the plants will re- 
main .idle. That the spring may open 
with a.sort of lockout strike is consid- 
ered probable.

Thu bill passed by the senate as a sub- 


stitute for the house bond bill provides 
that from the date of the act the mints of 
the United States shall bo open to the 
coinage of silver, and the dollar shall be of 
the present weight and fineness, and also 
provides for the issuance oE silver certifi- 
cates. It further provides for the coinage 
of the seigniorage now in the treasury, 
und authorizes immediate issue of certifi- 
cates upon the same iu advance of it being 
carried. One section of the bill provides 
that no bank note of less than ¥10 shall 
hereafter be issued, and those outstanding 
of less amount shall be taken up and can- 
celled as rapidly as possible. 


Section 4 provides that the greenbacks 


and treasury note? shall bo redeemed in 
standard silver dollars or iu gold coin, at 
the option of the treasury, and the green- 
backs when so redeemed shall bo imme- 
diately reissued. 


The Bayard flatter. 


A resolution 
censuring Ambassador 


Bayard for the sentiments expressed by 
him la his recent English speeches was 
adopted by tho house foreign affairs coin- 
nUr.tee Saturday. 


Two resolutions were reported. 
The 


first censures Mr. Bayard by naino for tho
